The Iwople of the state of Wisconsin, represented in 
senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Section 1, of chapter 99, of the Aszpoantejunr:

the word "ten" where the same occurs in the  
twenty-first line of said section and inserting county. 

in lieu thereof the words "twenty-five," so that 
said section when amended will read as fol-
lows: Section 1. The county court of the 
county of Waukesha, in addition to the powers 
and jurisdiction conferred by law upon the 
county courts, shall have exclusive appellate 
jurisdiction, in all cases of appeal from justices' 
courts in civil actions, and in all cases com-
menced in justices' courts therein where an an-
swer shall be put in, showing that the title of 
lands will come in question, all of which cases 
shall be certified, and all official returns shall 
be made to said county court in the manner pre-
scribed by law; and such court shall exercise 
power and jurisdiction, in all civil actions and 
proceedings in law and equity, except as to ac-
tions and proceedings under chapter 151, re-
vised statutes, concurrent with and equal to the 
jurisdiction of the circuit court of said county, 
when the value or amount in controversy, or the 
amount of money claimed or sought to be recov-
ered, after deducting all payments and set-offs, 
shall not exceed twenty-five thousand dollars; 
but said court shall have jurisdiction of all ac-
tions in said county for the foreclosure of mort-
gages, in which the amount claimed does not 
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exceed the sum above specified, although the 
property to be affected by the judgment exceeds 
the amount in value; and of all actions for di-
vorce, or for affirmance or annulment of mar-
riage contracts. Said county court shall have 
jurisdiction of all actions prosecuted therein, 
until it shall appear affirmatively, in the prog-
ress of the action, that the amount claimed by 
the plaintiff after the deduction aforesaid, ex-
ceeds the amount to which the jurisdiction of 
such court is limited, in which case the action 
shall be dismissed. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be 
in force from and after its passage and publi-
cation.

AN ACT to amend section 2989, of the revised 
statutes of Wisconsin, relating to levy on cor-
porate stock.
